New Committee Opens Battle 
To Return Montor To Power

PITTSBURGH—A move which may 


result in reorganization 


of the United Jewish Appeal gained momentum here this week 
following a meeting of a new committee called the Committee of 


Contributors and Workers. 


Heading the committee is Abraham Feinberg of Newark and 


among the leaders are Harold 
Goldenberg of Minneapolis, a na- 
tional vice chairman of the UJA, 
and Henry Montor, whose re- 
signation as executive vice presi- 
dent of the United Palestine Ap- 
peal was accepted last week. 

Whether the UPA would 
yield to demands of the new 
committee for greater commu- 
nity representation over fund- 
raising for Israel was a ques- 
tion for the future, observers 
here said. But the move has 
progressed far enough so that 
open mention was made of the 
possibility of two drives for Is- 
rael next year. 


Such an outcome would split 
the United Jewish Appeal and 
has led to a demand from some 
Jewish community leaders for or- 
ganization of a national Jewish 
welfare fund. Explorations along 
such lines reportedly are being 
considered. 

Grass Roots Group 

The new committee calls itself 
“a grass roots movement to re- 
organize fund-raising machinery 
for Israel in this country.” One 
of the demands of the group was 
that Henry Montor continue as 
executive vice chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

The UPA moved to meet the 
threat by yielding partly on the 
issue of community representa- 
tives. It was reported that the 
UPA would name to its executive 
committee up to one-third of rep- 
tesentatives of communities. On 
other demands of the new com- 
mittee, the UJA was expected to 
refuse to budge. 

Some 80 Jewish figures at-

Millions for Housing

In those questions by which

- comes of $7,000 to $15,000 and 
for another, the stiff academic 
entrance tests for Yale assured 
that they would be both brighter 
than the average Yale student 
and the Jewish student in colleges 
in general. 

It backs up report 

Greenberg’s study confirms 
what other studies have shown: 
that the greater the degree of 
Jewish observence at home, the 
greater the degree of Jewishness 
in the student; but great or small, 
the drift of students from Juda- 
ism, aS measured in observance, 
proceeds apace. 

Yet the study is so carefully 
handled that its findings are defi- 
nately valid ones. And because 
the study was made in 1944, as 
the Nazi terror was beginning to 
impress on every Jew his unity 
with his brother wherever that 
brother lived, the answers are 
of particular interest, 

How was it done 

Each of the Jewish students 
received a questionnaire of 35 
items covering political cultural 
and religious aspects of Jewish 
life. Also included was a list of 
personal questions covering the 
amount of Jewish education of 
the student, sect adherence of 
parents, observation by both par- 
ents and student of dietary laws, 
Jewish Holydays and _ festivals 
and attendance at synagogues. 

It took some reminders and 
some other effort but Green- 
berg finally obtained complete 
questionaires from 74 students 
or 77 per cent of all Jewish 
undergraduates. Apparently the 
returns were not submitted to 
any statistical analysis but 
Greenberg reports he used oth- 
er means of checking the re- 
liability of the sample. In any 
case, so huge a proportion— 
three out of four—would be 
preety good insurance that the 
answers do represent the “Yale 
student outlook upon Jewish 
question” at the time 
In one respect, of course, that 
is not true. Assicilation and run- 
away tendencies are important in 
any study of the Jewish outlook 
and obviously the 23 Jewish- 
born students who refused to 
have anything to do with the 
Greenberg study are important. 


Greenberg sought to learn how 
worthwhile the students thought 
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‘

The rough generalization that 
the wealthier the family, the 
greater the trends toward assim. 
ilation and the less the desire of 
the parents to give their children 
a Jewish education is not Sup.

His student group “had far 
more Jewish education than ig 
usual for Jewish youth in the 
United States. The average 
Yale student has spent 56 
in some type of Jewish sehool 
while the national average ig 
only about two years. Only 
eight of the 74 Jewish men at 
Yale or 11 per cent have re 

)eeived no Jewish education 
whatever.” 


What - about their Parents? 
What sort of Jewish homes do 
these elite of the Jewish youth 
population come from? 


Most of them—43 per cent— 
come from Conservative homes, 
Next come the 31 per cent from 
Reform homes, Orthodoxy 
claimed only 16 per cent of the 
parents. Greenberg says the pro- 
portion of Orthodoxy is very 
small “and certainly smaller than 
the percentage of Orthodox par: 
ents in the United States,’ 


Greenberg cites a 1941 study 
of Cincinnati, the center of Re 
form Judaism, which indicates 
these percentages of sect affilk 
ations:Orthodox 31 Conservative, 
24 and Reform 27, 

Parents Observant 


An overwhelming proportion 
of the fathers and mothers of 
Yale students still observe tre 


‘ditional Jewish practices. Five 


out of six observe Passover in 
some way, and the Day of Atone 
ment. But only 46 observe dietary 
laws and Greenberg’s questions 
do not give any breakdown as to 
which dietary laws are observed 
and how much they are oF 
served. 

As to synagogue observance, 
the findings are what might be 
expected. The more orthodox the 
family the greater the freque® 
cy of attendance and vice versa. 

The students follow roughly 
the same pattern as the par 
ents, except much less so. In 
fact,the difference is great: 
enough to move Greenberg te 
comment that the figures of 
students atendance “do not in 
themselves indicate sufficiently 
the tremendous deterioration 
in observance that has taken 
place among our youth.” 

There are 31 per cent (almost 


one in three) who never attend 
a synagogue.

NEW YORK—The Board of Superintendents this week 
quietly reversed an eight-months ban and approved for high 


school reading lists the novel “Gentleman’s Agreement,” which 


was banned last winter. 


“Focus,” by Arthur Miller, another anti-hate novel banned 
at the same time, remained on the forbidden list. At the time 
the ban was announced, it was explained that some passages in 
the Laur Hobson best-seller were considered immoral. 

The order on “Focus” was instituted on grounds that it was 
offensive to the Roman Catholic Church. 

The board reversed itself on the Hobson book after one 
gmember, Maxmillian Moss, of Brooklyn, submitted to the super- 
intendents passages from 156 books which were on the approved 


reading lists.

TRUMAN ENDORSES PARTITION 
BUT MARSHALL NOT REPUDIATED 


WASHINGTON—Faced with 


the twin problem of a vigorous 


Israel statement by Gov. Dewey and Secretary of State Mar- 


shall’s flat endorsement of the 


Bernadotte proposals, President 


Truman managed this week to reaffirm his support of the partition 
gecision without breaking with Marshall. 


Until this week, Dewey has 
yept silent on the broiling Pales- 
tine issue and the President has 
also refrained from a_ public 
sand, permitting his de jure 
recognition of Israel to speak for 
him. 

The statements came in a sharp 
punch and counter-punch against 
a background of rumors that 
include these: 

1, President Truman has been 
ready for some time to announce 
de facto recognition, approval of 
alarge loan to Israek and support 
of Israel’s bid for a United Na- 
tions seat but has been stopped 
each time by his secretary of 
state. 

2. Republican members of the 
Export-Import bank have blocked 
the loan to prevent the Democrats 
from geting credit for it for po- 
litical reasons. Whether this 
meant that Dewey would approve 
the loan, if he wins the election, 
was not specified in the rumor. 

3. The machinery of the UN 
political committee has ground 
to a halt—partly with U.S. back- 
ing—on the Palestine issue until 
after the election. 

These Were The Words 

The President said he would 
approve no change in the parti- 
tion plan not acceptable to the 
Jewish state, The president noted 
that the issue was before the UN 
and commented on the Berna- 
dotte proposals as follows: 

“A plan has been submitted 
which provides a basis for a re- 
newed effort to bring about a 
peaceful adjustment of differ- 
ences. It is hoped that, by using 
this plan as a basis for negotia- 
tions, the conflicting claims of 
the parties can be settled.” 

The President nowhere in his 
statement called the Bernadotte 
proposals “sound” as did Mar- 
shall in his Sept. 21 statement 
before the UN. But the Presi- 
dent’s statement could not be 
eonstrued as a repudiation of 
the Marshall endorsement of 
the Bernadotte plan. 
_To some extent, the exchange 
between Truman and Dewey was 
fegarded as strictly political. The 
major fact on the issue of sepa- 
tating the southern desert Negev 
from Israel—the key point in the 
Rernadotte plan—is that the 
week-long military campaign of 
the Israeli army has firmly weld- 
ed the Negev to the rest of Is- 
Tael, 


Force Is Answer 








Import loan expedited and he 
promised that de facto recog- 
nition would be extended to Is- 
rael as soon as it had a stable 
government, meaning an elec- 
tion. 

Dewey made his statement in 
support of Israel at the request 
of the American Christian Pal- 
estine Committee. President Tru- 
man Starply criticized the Dewey 
statement “ten days before elec- 
ion” as injecting foreign policy 
into the election campaign. 

The new tactic in the loan issue 
apparently was to be a switch 
from a_ sraight loan of $100,000, 
000 to the issue of a series of 
loans on specific projects. The 
State Department notified the 
Export-Import bank last week 
that the Department felt a loan 
now would be warranted. 

There was no indication, ac- 
cording to latest reports, of 
how soon the bank would pass 
n applications for such specific 
loans but no one here believed 
action would be taken before 
Nov. 2.

Turks Help Jews 


Leave For Israel 

ISTANBUL, Turkey—A eom- 
plete shift in the attitude of the 
Turkish Government, hitherto 
pro-Arab, was seen this week in 
the formal aid given to Turkish 
Jews emigrating to Israel. 


During three days last week, 
2000 Turkish Jews received au- 
thorization to emigrate, compared 
with 500 visas issued in the five 
months from May 15 to Oct. 15. 

Instructions reportedly were 

issued by the Government to 
Istanbul police te put no obstac- 
les before Turkish Jews who 
want to go to Israel. Until the 
reversal, Jewish emigration had 
been on a small scale because 
of the Turkish Government’s 
wish to show a friendly atti- 
tude to the Arab states. 

There are about 70,000 Jews in 
Turkey and earlier reports indi- 
cated that a majority wanted to 
go to Israel. 

The Turkish press has followed 
a pro-Arab line but Arab re- 
quests for arms have been re- 
peatediy turned down by the 
Turks, who are prepared to ad- 
just foreign policy to the fact of 
Arab military weakness revealed 
in the Palestine defeat.

There was also speculation that 
Great Britain, still intent on get- 
ting the Negev, might produce 
yet another proposal, Under 
Bernadotte’s final plan, the Negev 
would have gone to King Abdullah 
fo Transjordan, who was of 
course expected to make bases 
available to Great Britain. 

Whether new British schemes 
succeed or not, they had the effect 
of keeping the costly truce which 
was neither peace nor war, as 
Israeli spokesmen bitterly label- 
led it, and perhaps eventually 
might weaken Israel economically 
to a point where Anglo-American 
yremare might work.

If we are to rescue some of the 
victims of Nazism from their hell 
on earth, under the terms of the 
imperfect DP bill passed _ this 
year, money will not be enough.

CPZ STRONGLY DISSOCIATES SELF 
FROM SNEH AND HIS U.S. BACKERS 


From JTA and JWNS Dispatehes 


NEW YORK—tThe slightly mysterious visit to the U. S. of Dr, 
Moshe Sneh, who resigned from the Jewish Agency last year in a 
split over Israeli orientation in the East-West struggle, was causing 


some excitement in Zionist circles this week 


Sneh, former head of the Ha- 
ganah, is now on the executive of 
the United Workers party, Ma- 
pam, a strong political foe of the 
Mapai, which is headed by David 
Ben-Gurion, Israeli prime minis- 
ter. 

No reason for Dr. Sneh’s visit 
was given, though if was pre- 
sumed he was here to raise funds. 

A blast from the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism, the formal 
internal opposition to the present 
leadership of the Zionist Organi- 

zation of America, gave the first 
indication that U. S. supporters of 
Mapam are organized in a “Pro- 
gressive Zionist League.” 

The CPZ formally dissoctated 
itself from the Mapam in Israel 
and from the Progressive Zion- 
ist League in the U. S. It was 
not clear why the CPZ felt it 
necessary to issue the public 
statement, 


The statement said that the 
CPZ “has absolutely no relation- 
ship whatsoever with the Mapam; 
nor with its associates in this 
country who have recently as- 
sumed the name of Progressive 
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Zionist League; nor with their 

leader, Dr. Moshe Sneh, who in 

their behalf has come to the ¥, 

S. for propaganda purposes.” 
No Connection—CPZ 

The statement sald the CPZ 
completely disagreed with the an 
nounced program and policies of 
the Mapam party and of Dr, 
Sneh, 

Dr. Sneh, in his first speech in 
the U. S., denied Mapam is or 
ented toward the -East and is 
against the West. He said his 
group did not recognize any such 
split of the world, adding “our 
orientation is toward the progres 
sive forces in all parts of the 
world without distinction.” 

The JWNS reported that Sneh 
has joined for political reasons 
“with extremist groups in Israel 
which have made a hate cam 
paign against England and an ag 
gressive chauvinistic expansior 
ism the chief planks of their pro 
gram.” 

JWNS Gives Reason 

“Dr. Sneh has come here with 
a mission to extend his party's 
campaign to American Jewkry 
and to obtain political and finar 
cial aid for it,” the JWNS report 
ed. 

The chief plank of the Mapam 
at present is a pro-Soviet orient& 
tion for Israel, the JWNS said.

I am confident that Rabbi Zion will speak in his own behalf, 
put since we gave our young son the name of Joel, I must rise to 
the issue, too. 

Joel, you should know, is one of the prophets of our Bible— 
and a real prophet he was. I recommend to the reader that he 
reach to the top shelf, take down his Bible, blow off the dust, 
and open to the four brief chapters of the Book of Joel. If this 
is any inducement, I can assure you that reading time is no 
more than 20 minutes, 

If the Haganah were to seek out a “patron prophet,” it could 
pe none other than Joel, for he counselled his people to be strong, 
and not weak. Unlike the other prophets he never rebuked the 
people; he never proclaimed the word of God from afar. Joel spoke 
the innermost thoughts and hopes of the downtrodden folk of 
Judah, and his prophecies are therefore down to earth. 

God would help restore his people, but they must fight for their 
rights, too, Joel counselled. And so he reversed the well known 
saying, as follows: 

“Proclaim ye this among the nations, 
Prepare war; 
Stir up the mighty men; 
Let all the men of war draw near, 
Let them come up. . 
Beat your plowshares into swords, 
And your pruning hooks inte spears; 
Let the weak say ‘I am strong’.”

Wizard of the Klan,” Ralph McGill, editor of the Atlanta Constitu- 


tion, said here last week. 


Speaking before a meeting of the Southeastern Libenty Asse 


ciation McGill explained, “Doc is 
an amiable, frustrated, wistful 
little man with a mustache who 
just hasn’t got it in him to really 
organize the Klan and make it a 
dangerous thing.” 

“It’s just a lot of local groups,” 
he observed, “with no top author- 
ity. The local boys never consult 
with Doc before they pull a 
stunt.” 

It could be dangerous because

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What Foods These Morsels Be 
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BOWL of hot, home-made cream of tomato soup is just the 
dish to meet the frosty weather. We have some detailed in- 
structions for preparing this today. 
CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP 

When tomatoes are combined with milk, the acid of the tomatoes 
is likely to cause the milk to curdle. Usually, baking soda is added 
to prevent this, but the practice is not advisable, since the baking 
soda adversely affects the flavor of the soup and also destroys its 
vitamin B and C content. The recipe which follows calls for 4 cups 
of milk and 2 cups of tomatoes, which is the proportion favored by 
most people; but you may use any proportion you wish, provided 
you use a total of 6 cups of liquid. 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons flour 

4 cups hot milk 

2 cups strained tomatoes 
1. Heat the milk until it is lukewarm or hot, but do not let it boil. 
2. Melt the butter in a pan, and stir in the flour, Let cook for 1 min- 
ute until the mixture bubbles; or better, to make sure that there 
is no taste of raw flour in the soup, let cook for 5 minutes, stirring 
constantly. 3. Gradually add 1 cup of the hot milk, stirring con- 
sttantly until the boiling point is reached. Do not let the mixture 
boil, however, but reduce the heat immediately, and let simmer 
pust below the boiling point, stirring constantly, until the mixture 
is smooth and thickened. Gradually add the rest of the hot milk, 
and let simmer, stirring constantly, until the mixture is well 
blended. 
Chill the mixture. 2. Pass stewed tomatoes, including juice and 
whole tomatoes, through a strainer, and measure 2 cups, Add sugar 
if desired, add onion, and heat tomatoes to boiling point. Remove 
onion if desired, or pass through strainer back into tomatoes. 3. Stir 
the hot tomaties slowly into the cold milk, heat as quickly as pos- 
sible to just below the boiling point, add salt and pepper, and serve 
immediately. 
Or prepare according to the following methods: 1. Combine the 
butter, flour and milk, but keep it hot instead of chilling it. 2. Heat 
the strained tomatoes to the boiling point with sugar, if desired, and 
onion. Blend 2 tablespoons flour to a smooth paste with a little cold 
water, and add the paste to the hot tomatoes, stirring constantly 
until’ the mixture is thickened, 3. Stir the hot tomato mixture care- 
fully and very slowly into the hot milk mixture, add salt and pepper, 
and serve immediately. 
Or, if you insist, combine the butter, flour and milk, and keep the 
mixture hot, heat the strained tomatoes to the boiling point, add % 
teaspoon baking soda, and when the tomatoes stop bubbling stir 
them into the hot milk mixture.

HECHT FILMS 


COSTS WRITER SCREEN CREDITS 


HOLLY WOOD—British annoyance over the Palestine pronounce. 
ments of novelist and screenwriter Ben Hecht, in his role of Berg. 
sonite spokesman, brought repercussions in Hollywood this week, 

That annoyance took the form of a ban by the Cinematographers 
Exhibitors’ Association of Great Britain on all moving pictures with 


which Hechat has been associated. 

At least two pictures on which 
Hecht has most recently worked 
are scheduled for release without 
his name, despite the fact that 
activities of U. S. Bergsonite sup- 
porters of the Irgun, notably the 
American League for a Free Pal- 
estine, have been at a very low 
ebb since August. 

U. S. spporters of both the 
Sternists and the Irgun began 
to fade from the U. S. scent af- 
ter the Israeli government mov- 
ed to smash all Jewish dissident 
armed groups in the Jewish 
state, 

Hecht reportedily has done 
very little recently in his capacity 
as an Official of the League, for 
which he wrote some of the most 
fiery anti-British propaganda in 
the Bergsonite’s 1943-46 hey-day. 

Further Investigation Needed 

The executive board of the 
Screen Writers Guild, which has 
the power: to determine screen 
credit for Hollywood writers, met 
to consider a protest against the 
British ban. The board, however, 
postponed action for “further in- 
vestigation,” but declined to dis- 
cuss what investigation was

~ MORE DETAILS ON MAKING 
DEMOCRACY WORK IN YOUR HOME 


HELEN COHEN 

JUST had a conversation with a young father of three sons which 

jllustrates perfectly the need of figuring out a program of de- 

cy in the home such as we presented last week by Rabbi and 
Mrs. Jerome Folkman of Columbus, Ohio. 

“Do your children obey you?” the father wanted to know. 

“M-m-m-m” we answered, non-committally. 

“Well, ours don’t, which means they have to 

pe punished. And my wife waits until I get home 

ts for me to do the dirty work. I don’t think 
jts fair, when I'm only with the children an hour 
or sO each day, for them to get such a bad impres- 
sion of their father,” he said. 

J didn’t interview ‘his wife to get the mother’s 
side of the story since, as‘a mother, I’m qualified to 
gate our side of the case. 

We mothers feel that on the whole, most fa- 
thers dump all the responsibilities of training the 
children into our laps. It’s too big a job for just one parent and it’s 
only fair for their fathers to participate in the task. 

That’s where any program similar to Rabbi Folkman’s and 
which is at all practical, fits in. If the parents can work out a set 
of rules which the children feel is fair, much of the heartache of 
raising a family would be eliminated. 

I’ve been asked several questions about Rabbi Folkman’s pro- 
gram. I’m sure he and his wife will be glad to share their experi- 
ences and ideas with you. One question was on the ages and num- 
per of Rabbi Folkman’s family. There are three children—two boys 
in their teens and a 10-year-old daughter. I don’t know how early 
they started their project, but I gather that as soon as he child 
can understand, say about three or ‘four, is not too soon to begin 
with simple rules. 

Another question was “What if the child disobeys a rule, is tried 
and given « punishment and then appeals that the punishment is 
not fair?” 

Rabbi Folkman described just such a situation. If you recall, 
one of the rules was no parking of bicycles on the sidewalk. 

“One time, one of our children protested vehemently against a 
ticket that had been placed upon his bicycle. He claimed, in de- 
fense, that he had not parked the bicycle illegally but that it had 
been placed in that position by his friend, Jimmy. The court held 
that ownership involves responsibility and that the owner of a ve- 
hicle is at all times responsible for the manner in which it is parked. 
The defendant in this case said he would take an, appeal. This 
was the only case appealed from the family court to a higher court. 
Fortunately a Supreme Court judge was a near neighbor and we 
asked him to come and help adjudicate the matter. He sustained the 
decision of the family court, citing decisions of the State Supreme 
Court and the fine was gladly paid by the defendant. 

“Some time later, the same Jimmy placed his own bicycle in 
an illegal manner upon our sidewalk and received a ticket. He 
was told to bring a penny for the charity box, He went home to 
ask his mother for the money with which to pay his fine. She 
called up to verify his request. Upon learning of the ordinance 
and the manner of its administration, she was so impressed that__ 
their family decided to enact the same ordinance for their prop- 
erty. The result was that before very long, practically every 
family on the sereet had enacted such a parking ordinance for 
the children of the neighborhood. 

Most of the litigation that came before the family court dealt 
with civil cases. Property disputes were very common. The chil- 
dren would “swap” tops, tools, and articles of apparel, and some- 
times these deals were extremely involved and titles were frequently 
obscure. It was not necessary for the court t6 have the wisdom of 
Solomon to clarify titles because it secmed that all the children 
really wanted was the experience of justice and they were quite 
happy to have the case settled in an equitable manner, even if they 
lost their claim.” : 

We must point out, finally, that fathers.who can’t be bothered 
to take any interest in heir children ,will not, be very likely to at- 
tempt such a program. It takes‘a little effort, too. In which case, 
I suggest that the idea can probably be worked out fairly success- 
fully by the mother alone. But don’t tell your husband we said this.

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The Editor's Chair, 

LAST WINTER when I attend- 
ed the national conference of the 
United Jewish Appeal in Atlantic 
City, I was kept out of the meet- 
ing of the representatives of the 
sixty-odd cities where the actual 
decisions were being made. This 
was a large meeting, with many 
uninvited people without tickets 
getting by the doors. It was no 
trick to get the story of what 
went on in the meeting after it 
was over, but I felt that the NJP 
had established itself to the point 
where I could have been admit- 
ted. But the UJA hirelings were 
nasty about it, and I got nasty 
too, and I was thoroughly dis- 
gusted. Most national leaders 
realize by now that The Post has 
a sense of responsibility, and has 
as much ‘reputation for keeping 
confidences as anybody in the 
UJA from Henry Montor and 
Meyer Steinglass on down. 

This past week-end was a to- 
tally different story. It was so 
pleasant that for two days I 
couldn’t get over it, and I’m 
not over it yet. I reached Pitts- 
burgh about the middle of the 
morning session of the board 
of directors of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds, and walked over to 
the room where the meeting 
was going on, with Julian Free- 
man, representing Indianapolis. 
1 stayed there for less than a 
minute after he went in, and I 
went on my way. 

It never occured to me to ask if 
I could attend the board meeting, 
but Sidney Hollander, went over 
and asked Stanley Myers, presi- 
dent of the CWJF, and sure 
enough I was told to come on in, 
but after a pledge that I didn’t 
give, but Sidney did, that what 
I heard would be for background 
information only. 

That was splendid and I am 
very appreciative. I have sat in 
on board meetings of other na- 
tional organizations, as guest; 
and I have been to meetings 

which were nothing but routine 
sessions where a special ruling 
was made for my benefit, just 
to keep me out. 

But I have never been accord- 
ed the treatment I received 
at the meetings this week-end, 
and I consider it a considerable 
achievement that the Anglo- 
Jewish press was recognized 
in this way. 

I needn’t tell you, because you 
should have guessed it, that meet- 
ing old friends like Sidney Hol- 
lander, who I consider the finest 
type of Jew, and who will argue 
with me for hours that he isn’t, 
and many other community 
leaders from all parts of the coun- 
try is a thrill in itself. Sidney 
had just come Friday from hav- 
ing argued before the University 
of Maryland, which is in the 
south you know, to open its doors 
to persons of all creeds and color, 
and must have been very much 
pleased with the announcement 
forthcoming after his appearance 
that the bars had been lowered 
and that the university would 
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welcome members of all classes 
and all groups. 

Just in case you’re wondering 
why I have such a high regard 
for Sidney Hollander, you may as 
well know it’s only a mercenary 
relationship. He took me to din- 
ner and to breakfast, and that’s 
all it takes to win me over, if you 
want to know how you too can 
make thé grade. 

The sessions over the week- 
end were on a par with the other 
meetings the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds 
holds, and I made a special note 
to tell you of the first demands 
for a national Jewish welfare 
fund. In another place you'll read 
about how the resignation of 
Henry Montor from the United 
Palestine Appeal may effect the 
United Jewisn Appeal, and there 
was considerable if not over- 
whelming sentiment for explan- 
atory thinking along the lines 
of a national Jewish community 
chest on much the same order of 
the local Jewish welfare fund 
drive. 

This national welfare fund 
would be the national agent of 
all the Jewish communities. 
I don’t know exactly how far 
I can go in telling you about 
this, in view of my pledge, 
but I’m sure that the press 
release of the CJFW will be 
as broad as to include some- 
thing on this . If so, ll com- 
ment editorially right next 
door, here, but for the time 
being Yl let this represent 
that phase of the Cleveland 
sessions, 

The fact that the sessions in 
Cleveland were thrown open to 
the Anglo-Jewish press merely 
proves the contention I’ve been 
making for years now that the 
Council is our finest Jewish ar- 
ganization. It has nothing to 
hide; it is competing wih no one. 
It’s one concern is the welfare of 
the Jewish group. 

I have admired Sidney Hol- 
lander so much that when 
Stanley Myers, of Miami, suc- 
ceeded Sidney as president of 
the CJFW, I just couldn’t see him 
measuring up to the leadership of 
reassuring me, But this week-end, 
there were comments in the cor- 
ridors after the Sunday after- 
noon session on the statesman- 
ship Stanley exhibited. :

The Situation In The United Palestine Appeal 


HE Demands of the Committee of Contrib- 

¢ utors and workers, which is headed by 

Abraham Feinberg, a relatively new figure in 

American Jewish leadership, certainly have the 
endorsement of this paper. 

But it should be understood that these are 
far-reaching changes and we are dealing with 
estabilshed organizations and leadership which 
has won its spurs over the years, 

The new committee, which is tied up with 
the resignation of Henry Montor as executive 
director of the United Palestine Appeal, asks 
for a 50 per cent representation on the board of 
the United Palestine Appeal for the Jewish com- 
munities of the United States. No one can take 
exception to this demand, since the funds for 
the United Jewish Appeal come from the com- 
munities, 

But it is to the far reaching involvement 
of this demand that The Post would point. As 
it is constituted now, the United Palestine Ap- 
peal is composed of two equal partners, the 
Jewish National Fund and the Palestine Foun- 
dation Fund. These two groups, which are 
controlled now by the Zionist Organization of 
America, share equally in the funds allocated 
to the United Palestine Appeal. The United 
Palestine Appeal has a board of its own, which 
makes its decisions, and although there are 
community representatives on this board, in a 
minority degree, these are coopted by the UPA 
board and not elected by or responsible to the 
communities, 


Whether or not the charges made by Henry 


Montor in his resignation from the United Pa]. 
estine Appeal that the ZOA is using the monieg 
raised by all Jews in the United States to ex. 
ercise control over decisions in Palestine are 
true, it still remains that an organization rep. 
resenting only one phase of American Jewish 
life, albeit a majority one, should not be in the 
position where such a charge can be made 
against it. 

And the United Palestine Appeal recogniz. 
ing the vulnerability of its position has now of. 
fered to allow the communities to name one 
third of the members of its board. The Com. 
mittee of Contributors and Workers, who claim 
the support otf “27 American communities,” 
calls for a 50 per cent representation by the 
communities. The new committee asks also 
for a reorganization of the powers of the UPA 
so that it will have control over the monies it 
raises, rather than as now merely act as a fiscal 
agent to receive the funds and then split them 
equally between the two partners without any 
say over their disposal. 

The fears expressed that a compromise so. 
lution might not be reached and the Jewish 
community of the’ United States be presented 
with two drives for funds for Palestine in 1949 
are unwarranted. An agreement will be reach. 
ed on all the particulars, although if the new 
committee takes an obdurate position to the 
effect that Henry Montor must be returned to 
the post which he resigned with the UPA, then, 
in view of the tenor of feeling of Zionist leaders 
at this moment, there is a great chance that 
the breach may not be healed. 


The So-Called Jewish Vote 


IHERE has been a lot of tight-rope walking are always vitally concerned as citizens to allow 


from various Jewish sources about the 
Jewish vote in the forthcoming elections by 
those attempting to prove that the action and 
attitude of the U. S. towards Israel should be 
and can be a determining factor in the voting. 
That there is widespread disappointment 
with the state department’s handling of the 
Israel situation is obvious, and not all of it 
comes from Jews. It may affect Jews more 
deeply, but there isn’t a Jew who doesn’t recog- 
nize that the Israel situation cannot be the sole 
determining factor in any decision on how to 
vote. There are too many issues in which Jews

them to fall into the error of this kind of 
tricky thinking. 

No matter how it is written, it still is wrong 
to claim that there is a Jewish vote. There may 
be a protest vote on the administration’s tax 
measures, there may be a protest vote on the 
government’s activities in the issue of civil 
rights, but there cannot be under a democracy 
a Jewish vote as such on any specific issue, 
It does not prove that there is a Jewish vote to 
say that there is an Irish vote. And the same 
is true for the Negro vote. Two wrongs do 
not make a right, 


Don’t Quote Us! 


LTHOUGH Rabbi Benjamin Schultz in his 

letter to this paper in the issue of Octo- 

ber 15 didn’t make too much of a point of it, 

let it be understood once and for all that the 

editorial policy of this paper will not be cir- 

cumscribed by what some one, whether anti- 
Semitic or a Communist, may quote from us. 


Rabbi Schultz told of an editorial of ours 
which criticized his American Jewish League 
Aganst Communism. This editorial was quoted 
in his own defense by Lee Pressman, who is al- 


- leged to be a communist. 


Rabbi Schultz probably didn’t carry his 
thinking to the implications of his letter, and 
no doubt meant to prove only that The Post 


was wrong in its opposition to his league. 

Yet The Post cannot refrain from repeat- 
ing that the organization of such a group as 
that of Rabbi Schultz’s, without the official 
consent of backing of the people who have been 
the civic defense work for years, was a boner, 
If there is this menace and the Jews of the 
United States are not sufficiently aware of the 
communist menace in the same degree as the 
non-Jew and must have a special organization 
to watch out for them, then why not have the 
Anti-Defamation League or the American Jew- 
ish Committee use their trained and experien- 
ced staffs to do the job.

More Power To The Orthodox 


ERE has been quite a hit of criticism 

directed at the series of articles on Pal- 
estine written by Arthur Koestler, which are 
currently appearing in U. S. dailies. 


As for The Post, we find the articles extreme- 
ly well written, and although highly critical at 
times, still some of the best writing on Pales- 
tine yet to appear. 

Most of the criticism has been against the 
ninth article in which Koestler claims that Or- 
thodoxy controls the Jewish state and is forc- 
ing its views on the majority of the population 
which is non-Orthodox. 

If this is true, then more power to the Or- 
thodox. It is refreshing change to see the 
Orthodox so capable at maneuvering that they 
become an important factor anywhere in 


Jewry. In the U. S., the easiest and most often 
used tactic in considering the Orthodox is the 
simple expedient of ignoring them. 

But be that as it may, Mr. Koestler concedes 
that when the young native-born Israeli begin 
to take over control of the government and ex- 
ercise their rightful power, in a matter of five 
to ten years, then the Orthodox grip will be 
broken. If that does eventuate, then five years 
is a very short span in the life of the Jewish 
people, and Mr. Koestler need not have aroused 
such commotion. 


Mr. Koestler is an incisive writer, and al 
though he goes far afield sometimes in his de- 
ductions, The Post is rather grateful to the

“J cannot participate in any- 
thing sponsored by Adolph Hit- 
ler,” he said, “even for France.” 

So he stayed home and France, 
the favorite, lost the fencing 
crown. War broke out shortly af- 
terwards and Wolff joined the 
‘French army. Captured by the 
Germans, he spent almost two 
years in a prison camp before he 
managed to escape. 

He fied to America and was im- 
mediately placed in the Army. He 
became an American citizen and 
later received a commission as a 
lieutenant. 

Back In Form 

Discharged in 1946 after varied 
overseas service, he promptly en- 
tered the U. S. fencing champion- 
ships and won the epee title. The 
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Light was former president of 
the Light corrugated Box Cor- 
poration, who retired while 
still a young und active man be- 
cause he “didn’t want to become 
a millionaire.”

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ISRAEL POLITICS ARE BITTER 
BUT NO THREAT TO THE STATE 


Editor’s Note: This is the second of two articles describing 
priefly but authoritatively the structure of internal party politics 
jn Israel. The material is based on NJP columnist M. Z. Frank’s 
recent visit to Israel. In subsequent columns, Mr. Frank will de- 
geribe in greater detail some of his observations in these two 
reports.

The destruction of European Jewry where the Mapai enjoyed the 
strong support and the upsurge of Zionist sentiment in America 
geated a new balance of power and a new general Zionist conscious-

ists—General Zionists—managed to obtain a larger and in some re- 

a decisive share in controlling the policies of the movement. 
put that did not and could not affect the internal affairs of the 
palestine Jewish community. It could not before the setting up 
of the Jewish State, still less so now. 

General Zionists in Palestine failed to develop any leadership, 
ghesion and policy. 

General Zionists in Palestine who could and should exert 

a useful moderating influence as a progressive democratic party 
free from dogma, are divided into pro-Labor and anti-Labor, pro~ 
revisionists, pro-Weizmann, pro-Silver and mere relics of the 

Their best-known leaders belong to the latter category. 

The most promising group among General Zionists in Palestine 
js the Haoved Hatzioni, a labor group which refuses to be tied by 
the doctrinaire dogmas and by the rigid party discipline with its 
abuses of the Socialist parties. This organization has some very 
greditable achievements to show in its kibbutzim and a fine group 
of intellectuals. But it has as yet failed to produce a strong leader- 
ship and the support it gets from the General Zionist in America 
is lukewarm and inadequate. Unfortunately there is a tendency 
among General Zionists in America to look for immediate spectacu- 
lar results to make up for the neglect of a generation and a mistaken 
notion that this objective might be achieved by intemperate attacks 
on Mapai and by linking up with the most unpopular elements in 
Palestine. 


THE MIZRACHI, THE RELIGIOUS ZIONISTS, probably driven 
by necessity, pursued what turned out to be the wiser course. Having 
specific interests, those of providing an orthdox environment for 
their membership and adherents in a religiously indifferent and some- 
times-anti-religious atmosphere, they went on to create institutions 
of their own for Jews who desired to be Zionist and orthodox at the 
same time. Some of their younger peple with Socialist tendencies 
went into pioneering colonization and founded some of,the most 
splendid kibbutzim in Palestine in the most dangerous spots which 
they have defended with unmatched courage. The result is tremen- 
dous respect for Mizrachi. In Israel pioneering and courage and 
solid achievement in the pursuance of basic Zionist aims count for 
more than doctrines or ideology. 

The Revisionist party was outside the pale of organized 
Zionism and of Palestinian Jewish life for a number of years. A 
bitter struggle was waged between the Revisionists on the one 
and and Weizmann-Mapai coalition on the other, in which the 
Revisionists came out the losers, despite the fact that many of 
the ideas for which they were once condemned, are now accepted 
by their opponents. It was a fight in which neither side showed 
much mercy or fairness. 

It has become customary in Zionist and Labor circles to use 
the term “Revisionists” as a term of opprobrium and to identify 
itwith “Jewish Fascism.” It is true that the movement at one time 
assumed some of the outward trappings of fascism and that it 
engaged in a war on the Labor organizations. But the basic prin- 
tiples of Revisionism lie elsewhere. 

To most Jews in Palestine and to many Jews outside, the views 
advocated by the Revisionists have by now become self-evident 
truths, Nevertheless, the Revisionists represents no appreciable 
Strength in the country. 

They have failed to create solid institutions, they have no kib- 
butzim or other agricultural settlements—they have no roots. Cou- 
pled with that is their stupid and hysterical fight on the Labor 
Movement, their advocacy of boycotting national institutions—in 
fine, their attacks on what the Yishuv considers the very heart of 
its growth. 

There is a feeling among the Jews in Palestine, amounting to 
abasic instinct, that words won’t win, no matter how logical they 
are. Achievement is what counts. Today the offspring of the Re- 
Visionists—the Irgun and the Stern group have some military 
achievements to their credit. Much as some of their methods are 
deplored, much as these two dissident groups are condemned and 
Persecuted by the leadership as “terrorists,” “gangsters” and 
“traitors,” they do enjoy a considerable amount of respect among the 
Jewish population. It is respect evoked by achievement through 
self-sacrifice and in the face of hardship, That the Yishuv always

As in the Negev, the attack 
was launched by Arabs but at 
midweek the fighting had slack- 
ened with no indication of the 
main trend of the battle. 

Arabs Hit Haifa 

An Arab air attack on Haifa 
was followed by Arab claims 
that eplosives had been showered 
on oil installations and that dam- 
age was great. It was the second 
Arab attack of the Palestine war 
on that port city. 

First reports on the northern 
fighting, centered around two 
small pockets in northern Gali- 
lee still held by the Arabs, in- 
dicated that a half a dozen 
Jewish settlements had been 
cut off. United Nations obser- 
vers reported that Israeli bomb- 

ers attacked Arab positions 
heavily. 

The clear Israeli superority in 
the air was attributed by David 
Ben-Gurion, prime minister, to 
the fact that a large number of 
pilots from the U. S., Canada and 
Great Britain were piloting Jew- 
ish planes. 

Egyptian Transport Sunk 

He said an Israeli bomber hit 
and sank an Egyptian ship car- 
rying 500 reinforcements to the 
Egyptians cut off and isolated 
around Gaza, in southern Pales- 
tine, by the Negev offensive. 

One Egyptian plane was shot 
into the sea while attacking an 
Israeli corvette which was on pa- 
trol duty off Tel Aviv. Cairo radio 
said that two Israel naval craft 
were damaged by Egyptian 
planes.

Egypt has been the most bit 
ter antagonist of such negotia 
tions, mainly because Abdullah 
would be the greatest benefitk 
ary. Egypt had actively assisted 
the notorious ex-Mufti of Jef 
usalem to set up a Palestine 
Arab Government in Egypt-held 
territory as a counter to AbGe 
lah’s plans. 

Gaza, the seat of the new 
gime, was partly evacuated in the 
Negev fighting after.a heavy 
pounding from Israeli bombeps 
and the Mufti is believed to have 
departed for safer areas. 
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
